AN ANCIENT BOAT. 


a 


DISCOVERY OF INTERESTING 
RELIC, 


Mr. W. H..E. Neil, of tho 
F. M. 8. Survey Deportmont, 
writes to a Straits: paper: J am 
. [sending you a description of an 
apparently very old boat which I 
discovered ot Pontian, Pahang, on 
September 11, 

The rema‘ns ore situated on the 
loft of the Pontian River, going up 
atream, abcut one milo distant from 
the Kuala. The lie of the boat is at 
tight ‘angles to the .course of the 
river, and at all times half of it is 
entirely under water, The other 
half ia covered by cond and water 
at high tide, but at low tide 
the outline of the bull may be eeen 
peeping above the snnd, exposing the 
wood to a depth of about 9 inches 
in places,. This balf measures 
18 ft, wide and 24 ft. in Iength. 

The most interesting feature of tke 
dost is its construction. Stight ex- 
cavation has shown that planks form- 
ing, the hull are tied by (Malay—ijok) 
fibre to | wooden frame. Every 17 
ins. projections ocour in the planks 
(cut from the wond like the Malay 
“Dug-cut'') bearing holes through 
which’ the fibre is threaded and then 
tied to tha struts of the frame. Thesa 
struts cecur in pairs and synohroniees 
with .1!¢ holes in the projections, 
The projections from the upper planks 
overlay the lower planka at the join, 
and the planks are pulled tagether by 
laces of fibre each aide of the projec 
tions. 


This evetem occurred to the depth 
of four planks which werw exposed by 
excavation, 


The boat's chief cargo eeema to 
have been pottery resembling in s'ze 
and shape the ‘'Shanghai Jar.” Io 
the exposed half the sand simply 
abounds with broken pieces of this 
pottery making excavation difficult, 

Hew a craft of this size came to 
rest at (bis point of the River is a 
theme for conjecture, At the preewnt 
tine the larger fishing vessels anchor 
in the Kuala, and no bost of any size 
ventures as far aa the ecene of these 
remains, the river being shallow. 

Malay inkabitants of Pontian say 
that the boat becama exposed about 
{wo yesrs ago. Some of the older 
ones are alao convinced that ten or 
fifteen years previously the bank of 
the river covered this spot, and trees 
were growing there, but hns since fal- 
Jen away revealing these reinains, 

If the history of the-boat can be 
accurately determined it may throw 
some light on the change which baa 
taken place in the formation of this 
part of the East Const. 

In order to gain. more~ accurate 
knowledge of the history of-this boat 
and ita former occupants, excavation 
ona large scale is necessary. 
this iden in view I have reported the 
discovery tothe Director of Mugeums.

But Mr, Macdonald scome 
to be tho first to put sound in 
harness and make itdo useful work. 
His invention, he saya, was born out 
of a discovery made while repeating a 
fomiliar experiment in physica, called 
“Melde’s Experiment.” In this a 
string running horizontally over o 
pulley is attached aot one end to a 
weight and the other to a tuning fork. 
As the fork vibrates, the string, 
instead of woving to and fro over the 
pulley, as might be expected, vibrates 
up and down with a whipping motion. 
Against the vibrating spring Mr. 
Macdonald put a wooden spool free to 
rotate on its axle, The wheel rotated 
rapidly. 8o, in the simplest possible 
mauner, the tiny reciprocating 
motions of the tuning fork were 


converted into conti.uous rotary 
motion. 


Mr. Macdonald then had only to 
arrange for the tuning fork to be kept 
constantly vibrating with an electro. 
miagnet and an altervating currend 
aud: his motor was born, In the 
perfected design the fork is replaced 
by a member of laminated iron, 
pivoted above an electromagnet with 
the free end held between two coil 
spsings. The vibrations are made to 
synchronise with the alternations of 
the current passing through the 
magnet, each alternation, of course, 
‘altering the polarity of the magnet, No Sh 
and repelling and attracting the iron : 
in turn. From the free end of the 
iron's web belt passes over a pulley, 
which is rotated oo the spool wad: in 
tte inventor’s variation of Melde’s 
experiment. The pulley shaft does 
not reach any high épeed of xotation, 
but it has been made to give energy 
up to one horse-power, sud the 
mechanical efficiency of the motor is 
asd to be high.—Fveryday Science.

HANGED IN POLICE ORLL.

INQUEST ON PRISONER,

Some time ago a case was reported 


_Jof @ prisoher kept.id a police cell 


awaiting trial] on a small lorceny 
charge, committing: suicide’ at thé 
Teimehotaui Police Station by hang- 
ing. himself with bis trousers, The 
loge of the trousers were fastened to 
the grating of the sky-light above the 
cell door, and placing bis neok in the 
loop thus formed, the prisoner hung, 
only a couple of feet from the ground; 
and within easy reach of the cell door 
hod he wished to free himeelf. 
The extraordinary will power re- 
quired for such a fo-m of suicide led 
to the belief formed by som ‘that it 
was a case of auto-suggestion. 

Yesterd.y afternoon, Mr. R. E. 
Lindsell as Coroner, anda Jury 
composed of Messrs.. T. F. Sher- 
man, (foreman), Yung Taz: ming aod 
R. M. Omar, held an ingairy into the 
death of the prisoner, 


Dr. Smalley, Government Medical 
Officer of Kowlvon and the New], 
Territories, said that on the afternoon 
of the 19th ult. he went to the Water 
Police Station, in response to a tale- 
phone call, and found the deveased 
lying dead in one of the cells with a 
mark round his neck. A post-mortem 
examination showed that death was 
due to strangulation.

“MAN OF THE HOUR IN TURKEY, 


—_— 


‘ Mr, Chair Prics tells the story of 
Mustapha Komal Pasha» the man of 
-¢he hour in Turkey ond throughout 
‘Asis Minor, the man who was fe: 
sponsible for the National Pact, the 

- man who has upset the Treaty of 
‘Bevres und who now aa the crowning 
accompliehment of a wholly sstoniah- 
ing career, hos cruched the Greek 
army ood driven it in utter rout from 
hia Fatherland. 

Forty years go, when Abdul 
Hamid 1] was Sultan in Grand Con. 
gtantinople and the Crescent and Star 
still floated over Salonica, ap under- 
ling in the Salonica Cuatoms office died, 
leaving hia widow with a small daugh- 
ter and ao infant son on ‘her hands. 
The gon wa: intended by his mother 
for the mosque school and the career 
of a hoju but he berame -iase‘nated 
by the uniforms of the army-officera 
whom he enw abcut the ctrects. In 
tine he succeeded in paseing examina: | 
tions forthe military preparatory achcol | 
at Salonica, where his mathematics ; 
teacher became 80 fond of him that’ 
ho left off calling him by his given 
name of Mustapha and dubbed him 
Kemal, a Turkish name meaning 
rightness. To-day the name by which 
his mathematics teacher onze knew 

- im asa soft boy at Salonica hes be- 
come the name by which the world 
knows his as 9 man of iron at the mud 
town of Angora in Asia Minor: To 
day Abdul Hamid, Enver Pasha and 
Damad ‘Ferid Pasha, one alter the 
other have dropped out of the story, 
although {ir the first twenty-cight 
yeara of Mustapha Kemal Pasha’s 
Hife—he is forty one—Atdul Namid 
Yoome above him like a great blick 
diinn above a wanderer ova lonely 
horizon. : 

ADRANOPLE. 

The military preparatory schoo! at 
Salonica, the offiecra’ school at 
Hovastir, andthe War Academy a' 
Constantinople finally graduated 
Kemal, a head-atrong youth of 
twenty-two into the army. with the 
ra k of lieutenant. 

Durig vents enti 
was crumbling to ite end, Kemal’s 
life was that of t:e Turkish army 
officer. Enver exiled him to Tripoli, 
Tezet Pasha reiuroed-him to Sslonica. 
Mahmoud Shevket took bim to 
Albania, snd Eover sent bim back 

“to Tripoli to command native 
irregulars during the war with Italy. 
Without Briuish support the crash 
of the old Empire had begun. During 
the first Balkan war Kemal waa per- 
mitted to twiddle his thumbs on the 


the limit of sacrifice to which the 
Ottoman Parlismeat can consent to 
go in order to assure itself a just and 
lusting peace.” So 

Kemal set ups solidly Nationaliet 
Parliament at Angora. The Grand 
National Assembly was coaven- 
ed at Angora for the sole purpose of 
executing the National Pact, and in 
the remnant of the great Empire 
over which Abdul Homid had 
once wielded his absolut 
ruls, Field-Marshal Mustapha Kemal 
Pesha had finnlly become mastar. 
Thereafter Ferid Issted long enough 
at Conatantinople tosce the Sovres 
Treaty evgued at Paris on August 11. 
but when it became apparent thet he 
would be unable to ratify it he 
was finally dropped from office. 

Bottled up in Asia Minor, the As- 
aembly’s only military contact with 
the Greeka was the frontal contact of 
the line from Eki Shebr to Afiua. 
With a British military mission now 
attached to the Greck high command, 
the Greeke encircled the |:ft flank of 
the makeshift Turkish forces in front 
of Afiun, and sent them pell-mell into 
a disastrous retreat. Some 
seventy five miles to the rear 
and only forty miles in front of 
Angora iteelf, they reformed on a 
not hand-eouth line aloug the 
Sakaria River, where Mustapha Kemal 
Pasha bimself took command. Here 
the Greeks sought again to encircle 
their left, but Kemal pulled down his 
frees to meet them. Crossing the 
Sakatia. south of the Turkish lines, 
the Greeks drove some fifty milea due 
east in a’ vain attempt to find the 
Turkish left. With the Turkish posi- 
tions now shifted to an east-and-west 


line at a distance of aome filty miles. 


southwest of Angora, t’ ¢ Greeks ham- 
mered away for twenty-one days in 
an effort to break throuzh—a struggle 
which some day will be appreciated 
as oun of the world’s historic battles 
In Kemal’s career it was almost as 
brillisnt an epigoJe a3 his victory 
be‘ore Anaferta in 1915. 
A PERSONALITY. 

Before and since the Genoa Con- 
ference Kemal's chief anxiety is to 
recover on that new basis of equality 
which is laid down in the pear 


which Abdul Hamid lost in 1907. 
The now defunct Sevres Treaty was 
the logical result of a sequence of 
leadership in Turkey which descended 
from Abdul Hamid to Enver 
Damad Ferid. The ruin of Turkey to- 
day—whether it be just or unjust is 
irrelevant here—was . accomplished 
under their Ikadership:and not undet 
Kemal’s. Hietcry has not yet writ- 
ten ite verdict on Kemal.

‘When two people carthot agree, 
and are .alwaya at loggerheads, a 
deacription of them as “ quarreleome 
as Kilkenny cate” bas become 
proverbial. . 

Tha atory ns commonly told is that 
twocatacf Kilkenny fought 10 long 
and so fuciously, refusing to desizt, 
that naught was found of them but 
two tails! : 

A writer in “ Notes and Queries” 
some years ago gave an explanation 
as to how the esying atose. 

During the rebellion which occutred 
in 1798 (or may be in 1803) Kilkenny 
was’ garrisoned by 4 regiment of 
Hezeian soldiers, whose custom it was 
to tie together in ono of theic barrack- 
rooms two cata by their. respective 
tails, and then to throw them face to 
faze across aline generally used for 
drying clothes. 

‘The cats naturally Lecamo infuriat- 
ed, and scratched each other in the 
abdomen until death ensued to one or 
both of them, and terminated their 
sufferings. The cflicers of the corps 
were ultimately made acquainted with 


they resolved to put an end to them, 
and to punieh the offenders. 

In order to offect this purpose an 
officar was ordered to inspect each 
barrac’-room daily, and to report t> 
the commanding officer in what state 
he found the room. The cruel soldiers, 
determined not to lose the daily’ tor- 
ture of the wretched cats, generally 
employed one of their comrades to 
watch the approach of the officer in 
order that the cata might be liberated 
and take refuge in flight before the 
visit of the officer to the scene of their 
torture. 

On one occasion the “look cut 
man” neelected his duty, and the 
officer of the day was heard ascending 
tho barrack stairs while the cats were 
undergoing their customary torture. 
One of the troopers immediately 
seized a sword from thearm-rack, and 
with o single blow divided the tails of 
the two cats. ’

SLUMP IN MARRIAGE, 


_—— « 


REGISTRAR GENERAL'S 
STRIKING FIGURES. 


—_—- : 


Tho outstanding featare of the Re- 
gistrar General's latest quarterly re_ 
turn of vitel -atatistics, is the 
striking drop in the number of 
marriages. Daring the three montha 
ending March 31, the last date up to 
which general statistics ate availsblo, 
marriages in England and Wales only 
amounted to 10.8 par thousand of the 
population, This is a decrease of 
6.8 per thonrand on the preceding 
quarter. There is, of course, a fashion 
in weddings, acd they are always 
fewest ia the opening quarter of the 
year, so that it might be ssid 
that comparison of the first three 
months of 1922 with the last three} 
months of 1921 is not a eafe gdide to 
general tetidencies, But if the com- 
parison is made with the same period 
1 previous years the result is not less 
striking. Againat the 19.8 per thou:- | 
aad ia the fitst quarter of 1922 we, 
have 16,3 in 1921,and 14.8 in 1920. 
We must, in fact, go back ten years, 
to the first three months of 1919, to! 
find a lower marriege rate. In that 
year it was only 9,9, but in the sub- | 
soquent quarters there was. a rapid 
increase, the figures being 15.5 per 
thousand in the second quarter 16.2 in 
the third, 17.7 in the closing months of 
the year. Will asimilar recovery be 
experienced this year, ind shall we 
find some of the leeway Jost in the 


quarter under review made up in its 


-sacces3ors ? ' Ove may venture the 


prediction that this is very unlikely. 
The slamp in marriage is one of the 
slump in industry, and there is not 
likely to be much ckangs as long as 
tbe industrial condition of the cuuntry 
temuins asitis. Nor, perhaps, is it 
desirable that thera should.

where adequate means of subsistents ;

The sudden drop which thess 
statistics record is more than seasonal. 
It comes at the end of a period when 
weddings’ were quite abnormally 
popular. In 1919 and 1920 there was 
a boom, due mainly to the return of 
millions of soldiers to civil life, and 
helped greatly by the pseudo-pro- 
sperity of the first post-war years. 
The boom: may be dated from the 
second quarter of 1919, whe» 101,000 
marriages were recorded. In 
the third quarter »the  figuns
